At a rally at York University (Toronto) a liberal 
professor condemned blind emotion. He said this 
emotion was supporting the pro-war measures rally 
and repression in Quebec. He was hissed. And the 
hissing represented the feelings of most of the 2,500 
patriots in the crowd, 

A few days later 16 New Democratic MPs were 
maligned for opposing the act. A principled civil 
liberties stand was called political suicide, oppor- 
tunism and treason, 

On the streets in Toronto you feel the weight of other 
people’s opinion. You feel it personally and politically. 
You are unsure when old friends ask you what you think 
of the Quebec kidnappings. Your defence of the Quebec 
left is cautious. You hear yourself qualifying endlessly 
as you talk. And you think: This is what it is like to 
live under fascism, 

About a week agoI gotout of EnglishCanada and went 
to Montreal: A city where soldiers protect the homes 
and institutions of the powerful, while police carry out 
massive raids in the French sections. (In Montreal 
the new status symbol among the power elite is the 
number of soldiers you have guarding you and your 
family.) 

Powerful capitalists control Quebec, and for that 
matter English Canada. Normally they control peacefully, 
because people have been taught, socialized, frightened 
bullied or brainwashed into a belief that they havea 3% 
democratic choice, They feel that the system in which 
they are economically exploited is the best of all pos- 
sible worlds, 

In Quebec, however, this consensus has been breaking 
down for the last 7 or 8 years. Many more Quebecois 
have become conscious that they are economically ex- 
Ploited. Not just intellectuals but workers, poor and 
unemployed, > 
In Montreal you sense this consciousness as a degree 8. 
of freedom. The powerful sensed it as a challenge to 
their system of exploitation, The FLQ kidnappings and 
the killing of Laporte: gave them an opportunity to = 
stem this awareness. And the suppression could be 
successful, 

Most of what has appeared in the dailies in the last 
few weeks sounds as if it had been written by reporters 
on the crime beat. Lots of sensation, false speculation ` 
bout Laporte having been tortured and frontpage stories 
а woman having had LLC scratched оп рег stomach

leak suggesting a takeover of the Quebec governmenthad 


negotiate with the government on behalf of the FLQ, 
came to the meeting. He had just broken off negotiations. 
And he told the crowd of up to 3,000 about the bad 
faith of Bourassa’s last offer: A parole recommendation 
for 5 prisoners whowerealready eligible for parole. 

The students were ready to go into the streets, But 
Pierre Vallieres and Paul Gagnon, who are considered 
to be FLQ theorists, told them to keep cool heads that 
night. Vallieres said it wasn’t the right time, the stud- 
ents didn’t have the guns to fight the army. They should 
go back to work in their communities and spread the 
understanding of exploitation. 

Chartrand, also at the meeting, told people: ‘‘When- 
ever the boss wants you to go on strike, that is the one 
time you don’t go,” 

The people who could have promoted insurrection were 
there telling people to cool it. But the next morning 
Trudeau called it an “apprehended insurrection” and 
said the measures had been requested by Quebec PM 
Robert Bourassa and Montreal’s Mayor Jean Drapeau. 

You’ve heard the reasons: The police were exhausted, 
The FLQ had bombs and guns. From Bourassa: the 
FLQ were going to start assassinating prominent Que- 
beckers. From Jean Marchand, Federal Minister of 
Regional Development: The FLQ had infiltrated key posts 
in Quebec society. And lately Trudeau has said we have 
all the information, But this has been followed by another

Over 5,000 university students had gone on strike 
supporting the manifesto and FLQ demands for Ше” 
release of 23 political prisoners. There was talk of 
workers strikes and public demonstrations. R 

It is one thing to support a manifesto which talks 
about “Ше voracious sharks, the patronizing ‘big bosses’ 
and their henchmen who have made Quebec their hunting 
preserve for ‘cheap labour’ and unscrupulous exploi 
ation”. Another to agree with the kidnappings and ev- 


iticians have been quick to pass over this difference, 
Even Rene Levesque , leader of the separatist Parti 
Quebecoise, who condemned the kidnappings and FLQ, 
put the cause for violence as the ‘‘all too frequent and 
visible collusion between private exploitation and public 
administration”.

English Canadians may have been quick to fall in line 
with the police state, the Quebecois, however, is far 
less complacent and self-satisfied about his society. 
Since the conquest of New France by the British, Que-

New France at that time was almosta feudal society. 

Since then demonstrations and uprisings have been 
scattered throughout Quebec history. Although all were 
crushed, the Quebecois were never assimilated into the 
rest of Canada — neither by force nor by the overwhel- 
ming presence of the English and Americans on the 
continent, 


QUEBECOIS THE “HOUSE NIGGERS” OF CANADA 
Perhaps this was because the almost aristocratic 
elite in Quebec showed English entrepeneurs that the 
People could maintain а traditionalnationalism and at 
the same time Quebec could be kept open for exploit- 
ation, In fact it was probably the easiest solution. 

Maurice Duplessis played this role well. Elected as 
a reformer in Ше ’30’s in Quebec he fast became а 
reactionary, He defied the federal government and cat- 
ered to the Catholic Church and the conservatism of 
largely rural and poorly educated communities, But 
at the same time he gave special concessions to Amer- 
ican, English-Canadian and British business so that they 
could exploit Quebec’s rich resource and her people 
ав a source of cheap labour. 

Against a growing union movement, Duplessis was 
ruthless. Against intellectual opposition he introduced the 
“Padlock law” to supress communism and other forms 
of dissent. 

Duplessis’ Union National government didn’t loosen

been planned by prominent Quebeckers. 

In the Toronto Star Anthony Westell said that it was 
a common opinion in Ottawa that French Canadians 
react less reliably in a crisis, (A bit racist). He 
described the Quebec cabinet as agonized men who wanted 
nothing more than to save a colleague, Pierre Laporte. 

One Federal Liberal MP said a statement signed by 
ten prominent Quebeckers was the last straw which 
lead to the War Measures Act. The signers were:

“The labour movement grew in militance proportionate 
to Duplessis’ repression. Quebec’s intellectuals andpro- 
fessionals were discontented with government disregard 
for such liberal values as freedom of the press and 
labour’s right to unionize. But most important, the needs 
of capital were changing: capital now demanded skilled 
labour and a government that provided technocrats to 
Plan roads, hydroelectric power, and communications 
systems. It needed a new managerial elite,” 

The Quebec Liberals were elected and the “Quiet 
Revolution” began. It was supposed to reform the labour 
code, create needed jobs, improve the welfare scheme 
and educate the people. In "62 the Liberals even intro- 
duced a cautious nationalism under the call of ‘‘Maitre 
Chez Nous”, 

But 60% of Quebec’s industry is U.S, owned. The other 
interests are English-Canadian and British. Among Mc

most of Quebec’s resources. As the Liberals didn’t 
directly deal with this problem, they could only make 
a small dent in the social and economic problems. 
They fell short of the rhetoric of the Quiet Revolution 
and in ’66 Daniel Johnson and a somewhat remodelled 
Union National were elected. Johnson balanced bourgeois 


nationalist against bourgeois federalist within his party. 


But with his death a less skillfull but more federalist 
Bertrand took over. He couldn’t hold the UN together, 

With the UN in decline, the Liberals won the election 
last April. Leader Bourassa had been chosen with Tru- 
deau’s blessing. Purged of its nationalism the Quebec 
Liberals now seemed to be thoroughly federalist, They 
represented an attempt by business interests and some 
of the Quebec elite, to find a new status quo for ex- 
ploitation, 

But the April election also showed the strength of the 
Parti Quebecois, running for the first time. Their 
independence stand got a quarter of the vote. A social 
democrat and former Liberal, PQ leader Levesque is 
often criticized from the left as a bourgeois nationalist. 
Becuase he would welcome foreign money (American) 
Levesque is said to avoid the problem of the economic 
domination of Quebec. Still the PQ unites many nation- 
alists and some definite socialist elements. And seems 
to have a- large base among workers and poor, And it 
is a threat to a federalist status quo. 

Politics in Quebec is not confined toelection struggles, 
One of the first events in the early ’60’s was a large 
demonstration against a symbol — Queen Elizabeth on 
a royal visit. Since then however, the focus has changed. 

Junior colleges (CEGEPs) envisioned under the Quiet 
Revolution were finally opened by Johnson’s UN, Re- 
placing traditional colleges’ classics, they were to make 
working class kids into technocrats and skilled labourers. 
But there were no jobs for graduates and no places in 
the already full Quebec universities. So students struck 
in "68. Over 10,000 demonstrated. In response the 
government fired professors, expelled students and 
banned newspapers. 

In a Montreal suburb of St. Leonard, Quebecois 
were elected to a local school board, after running on 
a campaign to phase out bilingual classes and replace 
them with French, Immigrants see that power in Quebec 
speaks English, And they choose to have their children 
educated in that language, and thus threaten to linguis- 
tically overturn the French majorityinMontreal. But

Operation McGill was one of the first common front 
actions. In March 69 it united the Montreal CNTU, 
worker and citizen committees, CEGEP students and 
unilingualist organizations, McGill should be made French 
they said. and over 10,000 marched. They linked this 
“English” privilege with the English financial interests 
on the Board of Governors. Montreal police tried to break 
up the demonstration by picking up organizers a few 
days before. 

Another action united over 100 groups to attack Bill 
63. 30,000 people demonstrated in Montreal and more 
were outside the assembly in Quebec City. But popular 
opposition had no effect, And riot police broke up the 
demonstration. 

Taking partin organizing these actions was the Montreal 
section of the CNTU, the most radical union association 
in Quebec, They saw unemployment, linked to exploit- 
ation. Workers committees were set up to organize 
on the job and at the same time Quebec unions supported 
ои civic action committees in the Poorer sections 

oni 

I Montreal the taxi drivers were a particularly 
vivid example of exploitation. They got an average of 
$.75 to $1 an hour because there were over 1,000 too 
many drivers. At the same time the “English” owned 
Murray Hill Limousine Service has a monopoly between 
the airport and downtown. In 1960 taxi drivers had taken 
Drapeau supporters to the polls, But Drapeau didn’t 
correct this discrimination against the mostly independent 
taxi drivers. Movement de Liberation du Taxi was formed 
and in °68 accompanied by students they attacked Murray 
Hill limousines and buses at the airport. 

Even the police got involved in the strikes. While 
they were out, taxi drivers clashed with Murray Hill 
employees and demonstrators smashed stores in down- 
town Montreal. 

Unlike the left in the rest of Canada, the Quebec 
left doesn’t seem preoccupied with splits of sectarianism.

as well as linking different segments of society. This 
unity is probably imposed by the difficulty and importance 
of the present main objective of freeing Quebec from 
“English” exploitation. This objective also pulls in some 
of the right wing nationalists. 

But for many people a traditional nationalism has been 
radicalized. For the nation to survive power has to be 
taken back, and put in the hands of the Quebecois. This

For some 
Violence in უჭერ for these ends can ‘be seen as 


a reaction to the violence of living in an exploited soc- 
iety. While Quebec has just over one quarter of Canada’s 
labour force, it has 41% of the unemployment. And the 
people out of work are the French Canadians, 

According to the B & B report it pays not to speak 
French in Quebec. An English Canadian in Quebec 
who speaks only English earns an average of $5,502 
a year. If he speaks French as well his yearly average 
drops to $4,772, A bilingual French Canadian earns 
an average of $4,350 a year, while someone who speaks 
French only earns a $3,099 average, 

Montreal, the centre of much of the radical action, 
also has some of the worst slums in North America, 
38% of the population live on or below the poverty line, 
according to statements before the Senate Poverty 
Commission. And most of the people on the massive 
and inadequate welfare rolls are French Canadian. 

In Montreal tenements you can find protein malnu- 
trition and chronic anxiety, both diseases of the poor, 
In some areas almost a third of the dwellings don’t 
have showers or toilets. These are today’s facts al- 
though the Quiet Revolution promised to change all this 
10 years ago, 

And when people try and get things changed their acts 
are met with repression and their demands ignored. 
In Vancouver street demonstrations last summer people 
commented that the Quebecois knew how to keep away 
from the cops. In Montreal they have had lots of practice, 4 

as demonstration after demonstration has been savagely 

broken up. And other tactics have been tried: leaders 
are intimidated, then arrested and held for a few days 
before a planned demonstration. On occasion all public 
demonstration has been banned, 

The war measures have ended all civil liberties in 
Quebec, but there weren’t that many before it was pro- 
claimed. Vallieres and Gagnon, the FLQ theorists, were 
held in jail for over three years without being given 
bail. One conviction was obtained and then quashed against 
Vallieres. It appeared both men were being held for 
their writings rather than their acts. An international 
rights commission sent observers, there was a large 
public campaign to free the prisoners and this year the 
men were finally given bail. With the War Measures 
act however, Vallieres and Gagnon were picked up along 
with the man in charge of the campaign to free them,

“The solution to this problem,” said Hilda, getting 
tothe point, “is the solution of a social revolution 
in our country. But this is a solution that the powers 
cannot accept. And this is why we have repression 
instead of change.” Well said. 
“We must not put our faith in men like Trudeau but 
in the power of people, working people, humane people.”

When 5 people from the Street Theatre did a really 
funny skit on Trudeau, everyone in the crowd was paying 
attention, for the first time. During the speeches, many 
had been chatting with each other. Further proof that 
politics has got to get out of the words-only medium of 
communication, 


WE WANT REVOLUTION — NOW! 


Trudeau was portrayed as a nerve-edge character 
bandying a stars-and-stripes gun for his own protection. 
When different opressed groups, like Quebecois, Indians, 
Vietnamese, women and unemployed came trick-or- 
treating to his door, he gave them next-to-worthless 
token gains, so they all got together and blew him up. 
“We want revolution — and we want it NOW” they 
chanted, along with many in the crowd. 

Then the march. 

There were enough prepared placards for nearly all 
the 300 or so who marched. They reflected the specific 
purpose of this year’s rally: making people aware that 
the Vietnam war, besides being a genocidal atrocity, 
is the major cause of the inflation and unemployment 
in this country which is hitting the young and working 
people so hard. Nixon has admitted and expressed 
concern over the inflation bit (he had to, because 
“respectable” types like businessmen are getting arous- 
ed over it), but he hasn’t said much about the high 
unemployment being an effect of the inflation, because 
that’s just menial people hurt there. 

There was a banner calling for repeal of the war 
act, too, but it was obscured by the scores of Vietnam 
Placards. 


CROWD SHUTS DOWN BRIDGE 


As the crowd marched along Granville, I asked people 
in the street what they thought of it. Several said they 
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didn’t know what to think, none seemed very hostile, 
some said “It doesn’t bother me” — or turn them on, 
obviously. 

The manager of the Odean Theatre had some stronger 
words, tho’ he refused to put his name to them: “If 
the U.S. moves out (of Vietnam) tomorrow, who moves 
in? You just got to look north — Red China.” Don’t 
you think the NLF is a nationalist movement? I asked 
him. “What’s Ше NLF?” he replied. 

Several said they didn’t think Canada was involved 
much in the war, “not like the States”, forgetting— 
or not realizing - that 65% of our economy IS American, 

Meantime, many of the marchers were spreading out 
from the 2 lanes they originally occupied, to shut 
traffic down completely. Most of the younger dem- 
onstrators were making the connections between the 
automotive-pollution-consumption enonomy and the war. 

Vietnam Action’s small army of parade marshalls 
tried to wedge the march back into 2 lanes, “Do you 
want to move in?” they kept saying. “No,” said many 
demonstrators, and kept walking out near the middle 
of the street, 

The motorcycle police then had to use the middle 
lane for their sheep-herding techniques, and traffic 
stopped completely. 

By using their bikes to bump people their way (bikes 
moving very slowly) the police managed to clear one 
lane for traffic across the Granville Bridge, though 
that still meant a monstrous traffic jam, because 5 
lanes were bottled into one, very slow, lane. 


PEOPLE CLASH WITH MOTORCYCLES 


On the south slope of the bridge, many demonstrators, 
angered by the cops using their steel horses to bump 
People, widened out to 3 lanes again, leaving only 1 
lane for the cops’ bikes. 

The parade marshalls shouted through megaphones: 
“И уошге for the demonstration, move to the пони” 
But many people ignored them. 

So for a while, traffic was completely halted, This 
situation lasted right up the hill to Broadway, and an 
air of jubilance built up over this takeover of the 
street, But at Broadway, where the march had to turn 
left, a whole string of VAC marshalls formed a corner 
wedge, narrowing the crowd back into just 1 lane on 
Broadway. That didn’t last long, tho’. By Hemlock, 1 
block east, people had taken over the whole eastbound 
side of the street. Some started shouting ‘Go slow!’ 
and the crowd slowed almost to a halt, At first the 
police were powerless but then they took most of 
their bikes off the ‘narrowing’ side patrol and put 
them at the back, to intimidate those at the back into 
moving faster. It worked. It's amazing how 12 or 15 
machines (the bikes) can intimidate several hundred 
people. The bikes become veritable symbols of op- 
pression, because ordinary people are so clearly unable

One that worked very well (for the police) was to 
line up their bikes at the front of the march, then one 
by one rev them up and jump-start them at consider- 
able speed, heading straight toward the people trying 
to widen the march, Another was to drive so close 
to the marchers, from behind, that the mirrors, which 
stick out well beyond the handlebars, would clip people

Most of the police remained calm on their steeds, 
one guy whistling constantly as if to say it was all in 
a day’s work. But the few times someone, or a small 
group, actually remained in their path, taking the 
bumps from the bikes, some officers got really mad. 
When several kids did peace signs with their fingers 
in one cop’s face, he lashed out a few times with his 
fists. One kid about 19 hit him back, but since he 
couldn’t get off his bike the cop couldn’t lay an assault 
charge, which is what normally happens, even though 
the police usually throw the first punches, The stink- 
ing fumes from the bikes, and the awful noise, also 
seemed to symbolize the power structure, based as 
it is on war, pollution, repression.

Starting November, the city welfare department will 
put into total operation a policy of refusing cash as- 
sistance to single applicants, according to the Un- 
employed Citizens Welfare Improvement Council and 
several welfare employees. 

The program would appear to be in partial operation 
now. Over a week ago, the STRAIGHT received a tip 
from a welfare recipient that a new policy of refusing 
cash to single men would soon be put into effect. The 
man, who asked that his name not be used, claimed two 
social workers had told him the policy was a direct 
result of a directive from Gaglardi’s office. He was 
told by them that he would be cut off in November. 


HERE’S THE NEW POLICY: 


Following up on this, we were told by two different 
social workers that such a policy was being put into 
effect, although no specific quotes from any directive 
were given. Both workers, who were interviewed sep- 
arately, gave the same information as UCWIC: 


— starting now, new single applicants to be refused 
cash assistance, unless in special circumstances, 
i.e. older, sick or disabled. 

— present cases to be reviewed (it appears that 
most single people now on welfare will be kept 
on cash, unless they move frequently within the 
city, or run into a particularly zealous worker.) 

— instead of cash, the single applicants are to receive: 
a) hostel accomodation, $2 weekly allowance, meal 
tickets worth $2.25 per day at White Lunch, or 
b) ‘up to $10 per week rent voucher, $2 weekly 
allowance, meal tickets worth $2.25 per day at 
White Lunch on Hastings near Carrall. (reports 
that the White Lunch at this locationwill be used 
for welfare recipients only, with non-cash people 
to be placed on a register, are as yet unconfirmed).

in the elections. 

A Quebec Liberal MP threatened the military if the 
PQ won at the polls and then refused a federally ordered 
referendum on independence. An investment firm leaked 
a letter advising clients to withdraw capital from Quebec, 
And an anti-French scare was waged among the English 
Quebeckers and immigrants, 

When the polls showed PQ a close second to the Lib- 
erals with 35% of Quebec undecided a dramatic financial 
scare was organized. With all newspapers in attendance 
a heavily armed caravan of Brinks trucks took stocks 
and bonds from Montreal to Toronto for Montreal clients 
of Royal Trust, I was told that this manipulation left 
extreme bitterness in many Quebec independantistes. 

Despite all this the PQ won 24% of the votes, And 
this represents one third of the French speaking vote 
as well as 50% of the French in Montreal. But the PQ 
only got 7 seats, because seat riding sizes strongly 
favour the more conservative rural ridings, A PQ 
member in the assembly represents 90,000 Quebecois, 
while a Liberal represents 17,000. Including the Union 
National vote, it has been shown that the non-Liberal 
separatist vote outweighed the Liberals, (An analysis of 
the PQ, UN and Liberal vote has been made in Quebec 
to show that the majority of Quebecois favour inde- 
pendence.) 

The violent reaction expected after the elections didn’t 
come. But even a strong supporter of parliamentary 
methods such as Levesque has warned that ’74 will 
probably be the lastchance for Quebecto democrati- 
cally opt for independence. 

Similar manouvers in Montreal. Mayor Jean Drapeau 
has become a civic version of Duplessis, He has his own 
form of conservative urban nationalism—showy projects, 
like EXPO, the Olympics and a shiny business skyline. 
But has done nothing to right the injustices of poverty 
and unemployment in Montreal. The tenements are hidden 
from tourists’ eyes by bright coloured fences put up by 
Drapeau’s government, During EXPO someone scrawled 
“Visitez les slums” on a building as a reminder that 
progress in Montreal was not for the poor. 

Originally elected as а reformer, Drapeau is now part of 
the new status quo. He has been in power for 10 years, 
and last week every Drapeau supporter was returned to 
City hall in the municipal election,

person new in town, not a regular member of the 
working force, who has no recent record of occupying 
one place for long.” 

UCWIC official, Peter Pratchett, told the STRAIGHT 
that in the past week calls from people refused cash 
at the Single Men’s Unit have increased “ 150% ” to 
ten calls or so a day. He says there was a complaint 
the other day from a woman who had just been cut off 
welfare and told to live in a hostel. She had been re- 
ceiving welfare since January in Vancouver, 


WHO'S A TRANSIENT? 


Mr. Pratchett said the policy revolves around the 
interpretation of the term “transient”, “In April of 
this year, a transient was a person who had been in 
Vancouver for less than 3 months. In September of 
this year, a transient was a person who had been in 
Vancouver for less than 6 months. In October of this 
year a transient was someone who had lived at one 
address in the city for less than six months and had 
worked in the city. Now it seems that a transient is 
going to be any single person who finds it necessary 
to travel to the welfare office,” 

He warned that the Honourable Gaglardi and/or city 
officials would pass the policy off in the press by 
claiming that it had always been in effect for transients. 
Idea being, of course, that by retaining the term and 
changing the interpretation, drastic policy changes could 
be swept under the rug, 

Pratchett also charged that long-haired applicants 
were much more commonly given the non-cash program 
than short-hairs with similar qualifications. No surprise 
there,

FRAP, the only major opposition, was organized by 
workers committees and citizen action groups to challenge 
Drapeaus tight control, They ran candidates in poorer 
sections on urban issues such as houses and roads. 
(See FRAP manifesto page 13), Then Drapeau latched onto 
Marchand’s statement that FRAP was a front for the 
FLQ. He agreed with it and agreed with a reporter that 
there would be а “оой Бай” if FRAP won, 

FRAP president Paul Cliché replied, asking: ‘“‘Who 
then is the real terrorist. Who is spreading panic 
and terror?” 

FRAP didn’t expect many seats But the panic and terror 
worked and they got none. The war measures had also 
been used to arrest 2 of their candidates, seize their 
presses and prevent distribution of leaflets. 

Through their actions political power in Quebec seems 
to have one clear message for those trying to change 
things: You will not do it peacefully. We will block you 
by whatever means necessary. 

WHO ARE THE FLQ? 

Some people have replied with a similar message: We 
will change things by whatever means necessary. And the 
actions of the FLQ follow a pattern similar that of the 
Quebec left who have chosen less-violent means. In the 
early 60’s the first FLQ members were bombingsymbols 
of English dominance — mail boxes and statues. Later 
they turned to bombing more direct exploitation — 
Montreal stock exchange and industries with workers 
strike. Now theyarealsohittingatmembers of the Quebec 
elite who support and profit by Quebec’s exploitation — 
bombing Drapeau’s house and killing Laporte. 

The FLQ are neither a small band of extremists nor 
an arm of a widespread conspiracy. They come out of the 
Quebec left, and from among the exploited. And although 
the Majority of the Quebec left is not about to take 
part in FLQ-type actions, they share the same frustra- 
tions and repression. In the last couple of wéeks, many 
people in the Quebec lefthave been carefulnot to condemn 
FLQ actions: The violence of the system is more to 
be condemned, they say. 

But the FLQ does not wanteveryone to become terrorists. 
Their actions are intended to raise people’s conscious- 
ness, and show them that they can fight exploitation. 
They are exemplary acts to overcome the psychological 
paralysis of an exploited people. 

Classic terrorists spread confusion — a bomb explodes 
in a crowded public street. But the FLQ tries to commun-

PRETTY DISCOURAGING 


Gaglardi will probably claim that the program willsave 
money in the long run because it’ll discourage ‘‘dead- 
beats”, It probably WILL put off the few kids that want 
a free ride, too, And as for the rest— the majority who 
can’t find those thousands of jobs he always yaks about 
but never fills — the majority whoare genuine victims of 
an unemployment crisis that has hit the young hardest — 
they’ll just get discouraged, Period. The new policy 
sounds suspiciously like a direct tunnel to jail: get 
the hippies in the skid road circle, where the cops can 
keep an eye on them. Is the welfare department afraid 
of having the kids stay together cheaply in communal 
houses with their friends, where they can pool their 
money and efforts and buy good, healthy food from the 
food co-ops, learning to grow up and get а!

WHY KILL LAPORTE? 


Each successive FLQ cell has been broken by the 
police. But the cells have gotten tighter and tighter. 
Now the police can find neither kidnapping cell. These 
cells appear to have a lot of autonomy, as central 
control is easy to uncover in urban guerrilla warfare. 
And as one person suggested to me in Montreal: The 
Liberation cell which kidnapped and probably still holds 
Cross, was alot cooler than the Chenier cell which! 
Kidnapped and Killed Laporte. 

But why kill Laporte? He was once a radical. A 
journalist who opposed Duplessis, when others were 
silent. 

Most of the radicals of Ше 50’s have joined today’s 
status quo in Quebec. They opposed Duplessis witha view 
of an open society with individual liberties and demo- 
cratic government, But economic power slips by demo- 
cratic institutions. And when the economic power was 
challenged the former radicals traded liberalism for law, 
order and repression. 

Trudeau, Marchand, and Pelletier in Ottawa, were still 
fighting against Duplessis, They said they were fighting 
a conservative nationalism, at a time when many Que- 
becois were being radicalized by nationalism. 

But in Quebec many people were less charitable. 
They said nost of the Duplessis radicals had joined the 
new status quo for power and prestige. 

Rejected by many of their old allies, the former 
radicals viewed the rising radicalism in Quebec with 
alarm. Trudeau has been largely repudiated by much 
of the Quebec intellectual left. He once even turned 
over the magazine he edited to Vallieres, Marchand, 
a former CNTU president, now only feels confortable 
talking to chambers of commerce in Quebec. These 
experiences from a psychological backdrop for repression 
against the Quebec left, 

Attacks have been led from governments in Ottawa, 
Quebec and Montreal. The attacks have polarized Quebec 
society as have FLQ actions. And the Quebec elite who 
co-operate with exploitation are seen with increasing 
hostility. (Late-comer and technocrat Bourassa for

One is that we and about ten other people have been 
working very hard all summer to put together the 
Whole Earth Center. The WEC is a non-profit ecology 
center in downtown Princeton, N.J. in which we will 
be selling all natural and organic foods, as well as 
foods for the macrobiotic people, but we will also 
be selling and distributing literature, recipes,and other 
information of an ecological nature. We’re opening this 
Friday in a tiny little shop, but we expect business to 
boom so that we can get out of there and into a larger 
place where we might be able to start up a restaurant 
along the lines of the Golden Lotus, Since we’re non- 
profit, if our business does well, we will be able to 
continue to lower our prices. We were thinking of 
becoming a co-op, but we understand that there are 
legal hassles, Це. if we went bankrupt, we would be 
liable as individuals, Does anybody out there know 
about the legal problems of being a co-op, as opposed 
to a corporation or limited company? 

We'd like you to tell your readers about us so that if 
they happen to get out here, they’ll be able to get to- 
gether with people of like minds, We’re very fortunate 
to have a beautiful guy from the Whole Earth Truck 
Store in Menlo Park, California, as our manager, 
because we want the Center to have good vibes, It’s 
the Whole Earth Center, 173 Nassau Street, Princeton, 
New Jersey. Earth Consciousness is its main product. 

We see that you’re having more Canadian content in 
the Straight all the time. That’s good. You can read 
about the U.S. in any paper on this continent, but it’s hard 
to find out what’s going on in Canada, especially when 
you’re a Foreign National. (!) 

Keep fighting Social Credit, and continue to spread 
your light on us through your paper.

George Jackson, along with Fleeta Drumgo and John 
Clutchette, the Soledad Brothers, are charged with the 
killing of John Mills, a white prison guard at the not- 
oriously racist Soledad Prison in California. The killing 
took place several days after another white prison 
guard fired four shots at some inmates allegedly skirm- 
ishing in the recreation yard, killing three black and 
injuring a white (this was justifiable homicide), 

There were dozens of witnesses to the fact that 

Jackson and Clutchette were watching LV. and Drumgo 
was in his cell when Mills was beaten to death. 
These witnesses were transferred to other prisons 
as soon as it became apparent that the Brothers were 
going to have professional legal defense against the 
trumped up murder charge. The area where the killing 
occured has been renovated, eliminating reference points 
and changing the entire perspective: of the area. Any 
prisoner who could testify as to what really occured 
was separated from the main prison population for inten- 
sive interrogation and isolation. This is how one obtains 
a fair trial in Amerik: 

Jackson, Drumgo, and Clutchette had been identified 
by prison guards as the new breed of black militants 
that are beginning to multiply in every prison in the 
Pig Empire. Therefore, prison officials decided to use 
the Soledad Brother frame-up as an example of what's 
in store for uppity revolutionary niggers who insist on 
demanding their human rights and dignity while in the 
whiteman’s prison. Since the Soledad case began seven 
other prisoners (all black militants) of Soledad have been 
framed with another murder under similar circum- 
‘stances, 

The spirit of the Brothers is exemplified in Jackson’s 
book: 

“Well, I don’t care how long I live. Over this I have 
no control, but I do care about what kind of life I live 
and I can control this, I may not live but another five 
minutes, but it will be five minutes definitely on my 
terms.”

Spineless Canadians who remain silent while their nation 
becomes a police state, could take a lesson from George 
Jackson. 

Jackson’s biography is one typical of most young black 
poor people. He was the son of a Pasadena post office 
employee; attended Catholic school, sang in the choir, 
and generally subscribed to the values and information 
provided to him by the church and his family. 

When he was 15, still too young to drive legally, 
he had a slight accident with his father’s car, knocking 
a few bricks out of the outside wall of a small grocery 
store near his home. George’s father paid the damages, 
the store owner refrained from pressing charges, but 
George was still sent to reform school. Three years 
later, shortly after his release, he bought a motorcycle 
which turned out to be stolen. His mother had the receipt 
and produced it for the police, but Jackson was sent 
back to the reform school, this time for theft. 

After being released on that charge he got a job and 
bought a second hand car. One night a friend he had been 
driving with, ordered him to stop at a gas station, went 
inside, and stole $70. 

Although the white gas station attendant was willing 
to testify in court that Jackson hadn’t been involved 
in the robbery, the public defender assigned to George 


ot him to plead guilty with the understanding that it 
sult in a lenient sentence, The sentence turned 
one to Ше.

“WHY I АМ AN 
EX-CATHOLIC” 


by JULIA VAN LAKERVELD as told to GRATTON GRAY 


I would like to tell you why I am ап ex-Catholic and 
also why Catholics embarrass ше, 

Being a Catholic is inconsistent with using your own 
mind, reaching conclusions based on logical reasoning 
and being a free individual. The Catholic mind is con- 
trolled by dictatorial church policies which in turn are 
based on an eternal search by the Vatican for more 
dollars and more property and more people, the better 
with which to perpetrate a reactionary system, 

Recently the Pope announced that the Church would 
not condone therapeutic abortions “even if the mother’s 
Ше were endangered by the pregnancy.” 

I was born into a devoutly Catholic family in a remote 
part of the Canadian prairies, My parents were so 
Pious that, although they considered the distance too 
far for a doctor to travel to attend my mother at my 
birth, when I was eight days old they travelled eighty 
miles each way by horse and sleigh to a Catholic 
church to have me baptised. My mother wore men’s 
woolen socks because she had no overshoes, but my 
father paid the priest $15 to baptise me. 

A few weeks after that, while my mother battled 
pneomonia which resulted from the trip, my aunt wrote 
that “it is a splendid thing that you have brought 
another Catholic into the world and I am overjoyed 
that you had her baptised immediately.” 

Our family life was a terrifying example ofa woman — 
my mother — being kept barefoot, pregnant and in- 
timidated by the Church, I was the sixth born among 
fifteen children, Three died in infancy, one survived 
as a mongoloid and another spends her life in a wheel- 
chair. The others have each been treated for severe 
mental or physical defects, I spent some time ina 
mental hospital for shock treatments when I was in 
my teens, I worried most of my childhood because 
every time my mother became pregnant she would 
cry for days and often threaten suicide (a sin.) 

The Catholic church dictates that wives are subject 
to their husbands, which means that a wife sins against 
the church if she refuses her husband sexual inter- 
course. My father apparently made many demands on 
my mother and did little work. 

We lived in a four-room house heated by a wooden 

In J 


bathtubs on the stove. We had little food, and fewer 
clothes. There was no money for books or hobbies or 
medical care. None of us ever saw a dentist although 
we all had very bad teeth, 

We had no friends, We were so poor and funny 
looking we were scorned by other children in the 
district, In summer time we couldn’t swim with them 
because our underwear was so ragged we were ashamed 
to undress in front of anyone. Skates and bicycles were 
unknown; once we fashioned a toboggan from a discarded 
washtub and used it to coast down a snowy slope but 
my brother cut his eye on a jagged edge and we had to 
throw it away. We couldn’t keep pets because there was 
no money for their food. I once gota little white kitten 
and took some of my baby brother’s milk to feed it but 
my father found out and gave me a beating so I had to 
give the kitten away. 

Once I was offered a part as a beetle in a community 
pageant, but I had to have a costume which we couldn’t 
afford so I couldn’t take that part. 

But my parents always had money to give the priest 
a donation to say masses for dead people. The priest 
once made my mother cry. When my grandfather died 
the priest wanted $25 to conduct Ше funeral service 


and my mother didn’t have the money. The priest told 


her that it was her Christian duty to provide for such 
things. 

After twenty-five years of child-bearing, poor food and 
overwork, my mother died when she was forty-five. 
I didn’t go to her funeral. I knew that the priest would 
extoll her virtues as wife and mother and exemplary 
model of Catholicism and I would likely give in to the 
temptation to drown him in the baptismal font. 

I have met one or two relatively humane priests who 
brought second-hand clothing to our house. One, a 
rotund man with piercing black eyes, brought my mother 
a rather seedy-looking muskrat coat. She wore it while 
the neighbors snickered at her pretentions to grandeur, 
but I knew that it was the only coat my mother had, and 
I was ashamed, 

Chiefly the priests were concerned with saving our 
souls and teaching us catechism, which is a kind of 
brain washing. Later, after I divorced myself from the 
Church, I reasoned that these priests are the agents 
of a Church which seeks to impose its totalitarian views

Е washed women to bring 
yet more ‘children თულ an already over-populated world. 
Education might help lead Catholics out of the trap, 
but the Church employs censorship to keep its members 
in line; dictating which books may not be read, which 
ideas may not be entertained. 

The censorship is an effective weapon. In the hands 
of the Pope it is a sharp sword with which he threatens 
to cut Catholics off from life everlasting unless they 
do what they are told to do in this life. 

Meanwhile, the Catholic church maintains one law 
for the rich and another for the poor, Money can buy 
anything — forgiveness, divorce, favours, Divorce is 
granted in the form of an annullment to anyone who has 
the price. 

Catholic women, of course, are the back-benchers of 
third-class citizens, regarded chiefly as a repository 
for a foetus, and little else. They are brainwashed 
into believing that producing more children increases 
the power of the Catholic church, and that it is God’s 
will that they do so, These women accept their sub- 
jugation as penance for original sin, and bear their 
suffering silently, and mindlessly. 

During Canada’s last major polio epidemic, a young 
married woman was stricken with polio and spent eleven 
months in hospital. Before she was permanently dis- 
charged she was given a weekend visiting pass to go 


й home with her husband. On that visit she became pre- 


gnant. Her doctor, a non-Catholic, recommended an im- 
mediate abortion, She consulted her priest, who told 
her that abortion was murder. She died several months 
later during the premature delivery of a stillborn child. 

Another Catholic mother of seven, who was again 
pregnant, told me that her husband refused to have 
sexual intercourse with her as soon as she became 
pregnant. They had been married for eight years, and 
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had had sexual relations approximately a dozen times 
in total. The husband was later charged with incest— 
he was having sexual relations with their eldest, pre- 
teen daughter. 

The Catholic doctrine perhaps provides a spawning] 
ground for sexual aberrations. When I originally came 
to Vancouver I met an older, wealthy Catholic man 
who was married and went to mass each Sunday with 
his wife. He told me that he would not consider having! 
sexual relations outside of marriage but he liked to 
lie down beside a woman, fully clothed, and rub himself, 
against her until he had an orgasm. He offered to find 
me a place to live and help me get job training if I 
would see him once a week to indulge his practices. 
I asked how he intended to satisfy my sexual desires. 

“Уоште a good Catholic,” he said, ‘‘You know that 
you cannot have sex outside marriage.

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THE ORIGINS 
OF THE NPA 


by PETER BURTON 


With the civic elction for Vancouver fast approaching, 
the hype of the mass media begins to flow more quickly 
in an attempt to turn the contests into something meaning- 
ful, Tuesday’s SUN rana headline “NPA stuck with wrong 
candidate” which is supposed to tell us that though the 
Non- Partisan Association had nominated Tom Campbell 
as their man they really would have preferred ex-mayor 
William Rathie, who Campbell defeated. What the SUN 
never gives to the people of this city is the background 
on the type of persons and organizations that control 
Vancouver’s electoral politics. Yesterday’s presentation 
by the Community Education and Research Centre at 
UBC filled in some of the gaps. 

Vancouver exists because the CPR, still the ma jor land- 
holder, ended its tracks here. Nearly all of the mayors 
since then have been representatives of local business 
interests, especially real estate and retail interests, 
A quick look through the histories of the early mayors 
bears out that statement. 

The first mayor, Malcolm MacLean, came to Vancouver 
from Winnipeg and opened a real estate office with his 
brother-in-law who was an М.Р. He was mayor in 
1886 and 1887 and was instrumental in securing Stanley 
Park. 

The second mayor, David Oppenheimer, defended East 
end Realty interests against the CPR, which owned the 
West end, Cordova St. was formerly namedafter him, no 
doubt due to his net worth of $125,000 in 1887, his 
Presidency of the Vancouver Board of Trade, and his 
Vice- Presidency of Vancouver Tramway Со. 

The fifth man to hold the city’s highest office was Will- 
iam Templeton, mayor in 1897 and the nominee of the 
CPR bloc against Oppenheimer in an earlier contest. 
He was a member of the Vancouver Board of Trade and 
the Vancouver Yacht Club. The trend continued virtually 

broken. 

The office-holder in 1929 and 1930 was William 
Malkin, who was connected with Home Oil, Northern 
Trust, Royal Bank of Canada, ‘and B,C. Permanent 
Loan Co, 

In 1936 and 1937 a combination of events to make the 
city government even less representative of the people. 
Prior to 1936 a ward system had been used in elections, 


majority of council members came from either Shaugh- 
nessy or Hastings East, The following years saw a 
gradual shift, and lately the greatest percentage of 
members have come from Shaughnessy and Kerrisdale, 
areas which are hardly represntative of the city asa 
whole, The same kind of pattern has occurred on the plan- 
ning commission and the parks board, with mostmembers 
of these two key development department coming from the 


Uncle Slug and their slimey boogie blues annihilated 
one of Vancouver’s stonedest audiences at the Yippie! 
Halloween Freek Show Saturday night. TheSlug, a people’s 
band, had the masses dancing holes in the floor for over 
two and a half hours of the finest band/audience rapport 
in our city’s history: Slug plays a killer tune and the 
people respond not with a smattering of hand clapping 
but with sometimes deafening whoops and yowls and the 
Slug goes higher and the people stomp through the floor. 

The Benefit, which out drew the heavily hyped Big 
Brother concert, was an example of the high energy 
music scene that can happen if Vancouver’s people get 
together in a liberatednon-rip-offenvironment. Itwas not 
put on by pig promoters like Robber Shithead who are 
only interested in making dollars. It was CREATED by a 
bunch of stupid everyday Yippie!s who thought itwas about 
time local bands who faithfully do benefits for the 
community (and are broke because of it) got some 
support from the people, They maintain anybody can pull 
offa good rock’n’roll show, even with major groups, 
without charging the people outrageous prices. 

`The Freek Show got off to a good start about 8:30 when 
Travelling River Band, just recently relocated from Cal- 
gary, laid down some solid blues standards (although 
a bit uninspiring), After TRB’s set everybody’s head 
was just into the right space for high energy slimey 
boogie music, and that’s exactly what they got. The only 
music in our city that has rivaled that of the Slug is some 
sets played by the original (and I mean original, not its 
second and third dirivitives) Black Snake Blues Band, I 
must add here that SOME of the Seeds of Time’s music, 
BEFORE they became a hyped ‘‘Legend in their time” 
and tight General Entertainment Product, matched the 
excitement generated by Uncle Slug Saturday night. 

About three numbers into the Slug set there was a 
break during which the Vancouver Street Theatre did 
their Halloween on Parliament Hill skit. The skit was 
the same as the one they performed earlier in the day 
at the Anti-war rally with one improvised addition, 
The improvisation occurred in the “treat” that Mary 
Middleclass was given from Turdeau, it included an

Shaughnessy, Dunbar - Southlands, and Kensington areas. 

1936 was also the middle of the Depression and a year 
of great labour strife, during which Mayor Gerry McGeer 
(father of present B.C. Liberal leader Pat McGeer) 
refused to meet a delegation of men on relief, choosing 
instead to read the Riot Act and have the mounted city 
police club and disperse the men. 

These kinds of tactics led the CCF party, the more 
radical forerunner of the N.D.P, to run candidates 
in the municipality’s elections. This intrusion of radical- 
ism in the fertile bed of depression unrest could not 
be tolerated by Vancouver’s rulers of the period. 

A group of them formed the Non-Partisan Association 
and were even willing to have workers as members 
so long as they would fulfill the wishes of the NPA’s 
backers. Their initial statement of purposes reads like 
an older, sophisticated version of Campbell’s ‘1а ж and 
Order” politics. They wrote that ‘“‘thereare those who 
would make the Council Chamber a testing ground for 
unproven theories divorced from sound civic business 
practice. These interests are bent upon the disruption 
of the order established into the business administration 
of the City. Their clamourings are not based upon the 
knowledge of need, administration or sound finance.” 

Who were these men who createdtheNPA? 

The driving force was Brenton Brown, a Liberal Party 
back-roomer for 25 years up to his death in 1944. The 
other key people were Drewe Pratt, then provincial 
secretary of the Conservatives, James MacPherson, 
the founder of Pemberton Realty, and men like Stan 
McKeen, Victor Odlum, and Lloyd Craig. They were 
generally Protestants members of the Terminal City 
Club, Shaughnessy Heights and Capilano Gulfand Country 
Clubs, and the Vancouver Yacht Club, Their business 
connections included the towing and salvage business 
and real estate (Pemberton, Martin Corp.) 

New additions to the group were the owners of Wood- 
wards and Spencer Stores, both very rich men who left 
large estates at their deaths, and ex-mayor Malkin. 

The final important additions were workers’ helper 
Gerry McGeer and Austin Taylor — possibly the richest 
man in the city at the time, Hewas president or director 
of Home Oil, B.C. Packers, Royal Trust, B.C. Forest 
Products, and В.С. Electric (with H.R, MacMillan). 
His estate (Shannon) valued at $500,000 at his death, 
was recently used for the shooting of the film Carnal 
Knowledge. 

The NPA was successful from its inception and has 
continued to be so. Electing 260 out of 290 nominees 
‘between 1937 and 1961, The pattern hasn’t changed 
much and this week saw the timeless repetition of their 
tired show. Presentat NPA nominating sessions were men 
from Royal Trust, Burrard Drydock, McGavins Bakeries, 
and Cominco (a CPR subsidiary), The Socreds were 
there – MLAs Evan Wolfe and Bert Price— and last but

During Uncle Slug’s second break Chris Raines per- 
formed a couple of folk numbers which were by and large 
lost because of a poor sound set up and a noisy restless 
audience, Integrating folk music and rock’n’ roll in a 
concert is extremely difficult and usually fails if the 
crowd is not in a very mellow calm head space. It failed 
Saturday night. 

However, the intermission was not all deadair, for the 
microphone, usually unguarded at people’s events, was 
requisitioned by the Jesus People (who had been allowed 
into the concert free) who began haranguing the crowd.

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LOW COST LEGA 
AID DIVORCES

About 600 deserted wives on welfare will get low-cost 
divorces this year with help from the Legal Aid Society 
(100 West Pender), 

The petitioner will have to be able tohelp herself a 
little, and the cost will range from $10 to $50, depending 
upon whether she can type her own petition forms and 
assuming that she can serve the respondent at minimum 
expense, The provincial government will pick up the tab 
for registry fees and court costs—about $30 in total. 

Legal Aid director Frank Maczko said that a survey of 
Vancouver welfare offices showed that about600 women on 
welfare had been deserted for more than three years and 
needed divorces, ‘Their status is very depressing,” said 
Maczko, ‘‘They don’t have an opportunity to remarry and 
get off welfare.’’ 

Maczko estimates that about 2,000 deserted wives in the 
city of Vancouver are below the poverty line and need 
divorces , but says that the society will handle the most 
simple and straightforward cases first ‘‘until we get 
the bugs ironed out of the system,” 

Maczko anticipates that under the legal aid divorce 
system, a woman will be interviewed by law students who 
will give her an instruction book and petition forms for 
$5, and help her complete the forms. The woman must 
then complete the final petition on her own or paya 
typist about $10 to have it done. She must also pay costs 
of having the petition served on her spouse, minimum 
$12, unless she can get a friend to serve him. 

When several women are ready to proceed with their 
court hearing, Legal Aid will try to get their cases set 
down for the same day in the same courtroom so that one 
lawyer may handle them all. 

Maczko said the Legal Aid society decided to provide 
help for people who needed divorces after makinga study 
of people who had been stung by buying high-priced di- 
vorce kits (selling for between $40 and $99), 

“Hopefully this program will help save some of the 
public from being exploited by kit salesmen, keep people 
out of the trouble they get intoby using the kits, and keep 
some do-it-yourself-divorces out of the hair of the court 
registry,” said Maczko, 

Maczko said the low-cost dovorce program was basic to 
dealing with what he considers to be a desperate social 
problems — marriages that have been dead for years and 
haven’t yet been buried formally, 


FEED-IN MOVES TO

Sunday was the last day of feed-ins provided by Inner- 
City Service Projects under the Canada Assistance 
Plan, after a summer of meal service during which as 
many as 800 meals were served a day during the peak 
periods, The total cost of the project was about $50,000 
and was discontinued after hippy-hating*Phil Gaglardi’s 
Social Welfare and Rehabilitation Department refused to 
continue paying its share when the summer agreement 
expired Осі. 31, This absolute refusal by the province 
meant that the Vancouver City Council didn’t have to 
take a position as one party had already opted out. 
Inner-City had originally wanted to во into October so 
that they could assess the fall needs, but there was not 
was they would continue feeding once the money ran dry. 
However, transient youth won’t be allowed to starve in 
Vancover over the winter, On Monday Cool-Aid began 
its new program, feeding meals to 72 people. Ray 
Chouinard of Cool-Aid placed much of the blame for the 
discontinuation on Inner-City saying: that it was “а 
typical case of an agency in it for the money and agency 
aggrandisement, and not toprovide the service,” The 
feed-in will cost $1500 a month, and costs will be kept 
down by relying on the volunteer efforts of former 
Jericho staffers and residents along with some new

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People are funny dept: The following incident took 
place outside Faces one evening last week. 

I was about to enter said club when I noticed a group 
of four or five kids, 15 or 16 years old, standing around 
watching the club, One of these fellows came over and 
demanded ‘‘Are you Queer?” Well, being a smart mouth 
from way back I said, “No, I’m a homosexual but 
you sure are queer! Why do you ask?” ‘Because 
this is a queer place and I wanna know why you’re 
going in.” So I did. Went in that is, and told John to 
call the police, someone was outside molesting the 
patrons, John had to see for himself so we trooped out 
again and there they were, screaming “queer” atevery- 
one in sight. Still a smart mouth I told them, “Unless 
you want bad reviews next week I suggest you boys 
go home now and masturbate or whatever your thing 
is.” Well, that ripped it! “That’s him, the queer from 
the Georgia Straight, Q.Q.” “Right on, so what of it” 
Are you ready for the next line? You’re Q.Q. and I 
want to see you naked ‘cause you stink and you’re 
a fucking gearbox!” I saw violence in the offing if 
I opened my mouth once more so after informing 
them that they were disturbing the peace and that we 
were going to call out the cops, John and I went back 
into the club, Of course, we didn’t call the police but 
the kids left immediately.

The key element is fear, As 
long as the straights fear their own sexuality they will 
certainly fear, hate, and therefore oppress, gays.

This year the August Club put on the finest show of 
gaiety in town and amidst the noise and fury of make 
believe one who lived that make believe died, while 
doing what she loved best, entertaining. Lady Joanna 
Maria Montez, or just Maria to many, suffered a heart 
attack while holding court at a table of friends and fans, 
She was dead on arrival at Saint Pauls Hospital. 


Thoughts about Maria led me to thoughts about drag | 


queens in general and the people who cannot or will 
not understand them, 

Is it possible for today’s young homosexuals to fully 
understand what it means to be oppressed if they are 
not in some small way touched by the loneliness, sorrow 
and utter degredation forced upon a drag queen by a 
society marked by its indifference to human despair? 
I think not. 

When your èntire life has been a masquerade, cut 
off from the usual ties of family and long term friends, 
death is so very final. It is the last curtain, 

But I have faith that Maria will live in the memories 
of those she helped, entertained and befriended during 
her life. And I hope that her dramatic death on the eve 
of All Saint’s day will cause Vancouver gays to give a 
thought to the many drag queens, from the flood lit 
stages of our clubs to the gritty dives of Hastings street. 
They are a part of our world and we must accept them 
as people with the same emotions, the same sensitivities 
and the same capacities for love, hate, hurt and pride 
as ourselves, In any new world we might build there 
must be a place for men who for reasons of their own, 
must live as women. And it must be a place of hope, 
dignity and self-respect. We and the rest of our race 
owe them that at the very least.

Dear Q.Q.: 

І have just come across your page and suddenly I 

realize what Byron must һауе felt when he heard that 


the Greeks were rebelling against the Turks, 

At last someone has the guts to speak out on befalf 
of all those who, because of some quirk of nature which 
they do not understand and which is certainly not their 
fault, find themselves too often condemned to a life of 
loneliness, frustration and humiliation. 

I notice you ask for ideas and perhaps you will let 
me make one comment. When the average straightperson 
thinks of a Gay he usually pictures a tittering, limp- 
handed queen, It seldom occurs to him that the homo- 
sexual man сап be aman in the usual sense of the word — 
that he can speak quietly, for instance, walk without 
swaying his hips, be strong in character and be capable 
of a firm, unselfish love. 

Can something be done to improve the image? It 
is easy to see how it has arisen. The more effeminate 
Gay is naturally more obvious and more vocal, and people 
like to have complex situations reduced to oversimpli- 
fied terms. The chief fault, though, lies in the deli- 
berate silence of the more masculine Gays. They find 
it distasteful to display their ‘difference’, and because 
they have always found it easy to escape detection they 
understandably wish to keep it that way. But perhaps the 
time has now come for them to speak up, to declare 
themselves so that the straight world will be forced 
to re-examine its assumptions about the gay world, so 
that it will not be so easy for it to dismiss all Gays as 
freaks. 

The sort of person I’m talking about doesn’t neces- 
sarily have to shout his name to everyone. He could 
simply write to you giving a few facts about himself 
that would reveal, but not identify. He could also discuss 
some of the problems he has to face, What is needed 
is serious discussion, not giggling, although serious 
discussion does not preclude humour, 

I suppose I ought to practice what I preach and have 
the guts to let you print my name, but Saskatoon is a 
super-straight place and I have too much to lose. Let 
it suffice that I am in a position of some trust and 
authority in the educational field and the fact thatI 
am a homosexual (well, about 70% anyway) does not 
prevent me from doing my jobina perfectably acceptable 
way, although if the Establishment knew they would pro- 
bably be as horrified as they would be surprised. 

Enclosed is a small contribution to the cause. Keep 
it up.

The club owners claim that they are simply bowing 
to the wishes of their customers: some are afraid of 
brawling dykes (few do brawl), others want to escape 
women for at least part of an evening, and most resent 
being gawked at by tourists (only the straight female 
tourist, however, since straight male tourists are 
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undetectable, and, I might add, warmly welcomed), 
There are, too, outright mysogynists. 

And why should a straight female want to mingle with 
faggots anyway? Friendship perhaps. I have a number of 
very close friends who happen to be homosexuals; 
our respective genitalia and what we do with them has 
never interfered with our communication nor our mutual 
respect, My friends resent as much as I do the policy 
of sexual segregation I have described here, And no 
matter what the rationalizations used to defend it 
might be, it is discrimination, and perhaps as noxious 
as any racial or religious prejudice. It adds anew 
twist to an old theme: “Ме wanna get equal, but you 
can stay the hell separate.

Private enterprise is everywhere: inrecre- 
ation and culture (Man and his World and baseball are 
excellent examples), in housing which is left to specu- 
lators and to trusts, in transport (where, for example, 
Murray Hill has had privileges for years), in communi- 
cations, which is controlled in Montreal to a great 
extent by Desmarais Power Corporation. 

There is also a class of managers in power. Out 
of 52 members of City Council, 50 are professionals 
or businessmen, That’s 96%. 

Added to that are the priorities of the city according 
to its budget: Expo, Place des Arts, the baseball sta- 
dium, the Olympics, . . and 1000 housing units (the only 
ones built in a period of ten years) when 7500 units 
are needed annually. 

In summary, behind the facade of prestige, efficiency 
and seriousness of the Drapeau-Saulnier team, one 
notices vested interests, privileges.

The ultimate goal of the CAPs is to create a society 
based on workers and according to their priorities, 

This objective includes three goals: 

a) to establish in Montreal a real urban democracy 
based on the participation of workers in decision-making 
at all levels, 

b) to offer the opportunity to the greatest number of 
workers to participate in Montreal’s political affairs, 

c) to bring about the unity of all Montreal workers, 
be they unionized or not, unemployed or on welfare, 
tenants or students. 

These three objectives presuppose THE ABOLITION OF 
CAPITALISM such as it exists at the municipal level, 
or at least a substantial weakening of it. 

At the same time, this says what we envisage an i 
society to be. We want participatory democracy, that 
is to say, more than a vote every four years and a briet 
presented to the government. We want the workers to 
have a real weight in decision-making, so that they can 
make real choices (for example, a choice between a 
permanent Expo and the construction of housing). 

We are not talking about the kind of participation 
offered by the existing structures, but that kind which 
will be possible by the political organization of workers. 

We refuse the type of participation designed to better 
manipulate us or to prevent us from remaining free 
from existing structures such as parlimentary housing 
representing nobody have to express the wishes of the 
entire population of the city. 

Consequently, our present and future participations 
will be first of all fights which we will organize along 
different fronts.

LABOR: A real solidarity among workers remains a 
central objective. The workers’ fight for salaries and 
working conditions must expand and see the creation 
of workers control in factories and offices. On the labor 
front, activists from the CAPs will help the unions and 
workers’ committees in their problems and organize 
co-operative solidarity among the citizens of their re- 
gion and workers’ struggles, 

MUNICIPAL POLITICS: On this front it is necessary 
to channel the energies of all popular groups and to 
organize them on a level of municipal politics in order 
to reorient politics to serve the interests of the major- 
ity.

© Basic principles 


1) The CAP is the basic political unit of the general 
movement for organizing the working class in Montreal. 

2) The CAP stands together with all popular organi- 
zations in the district (citizens’ committees, tenants’ 
associations, youth groups) and all popular organizations 
in business (unions, workers committees, etc.). 

3) The CAP’s action takes place within the electoral 
district. 

4) All action or positions taken by a CAP which dir- 
ectly affect the movement as a whole (i.e., the other 
CAPs) must be brought before a general assembly or 
the permanent council. Otherwise, each CAP is sover- 
eign inside that district for all that takes place in the 
district. 

5) All electoral battles must be subordinates to popu- 
lar struggles. Thus, the election of a candidate to City 
Council is not an objective in itself, but merely a means 
of mobilization for popular struggles. The central goal 
of the CAP is to offer full-time help to all popular 
struggles for control of caisse populaires, to the crea-

instance has married into the Simard family, one of the 
few powerful Franch economic families in Quebec.) 
Laporte, also a member of the Quebec government, was 
considered a party to the exploitation. 

Quebec is caught ina cycle of repression and escalation, 
The War Measures Act was proclaimed, And Laporte 
was killed, a victim of polarization. The killing, has 
been a public catharsis, And this has been used by the 
government to gain retroactive legitimacy in people’s 
minds for their earlier action. Whcich was a stepping 
up of the repression, 

English editorials on the ‘‘Quebec crisis” now seem to 
crow one unanimous message: This will probably draw 
us closer together. It will strengthen Canadian unity, 
They point to Drapeau’s large support in the recent 
Montreal election. That was, however, probably based 


on fear. A vote for the status quo ina disintigrating 
society. 


In Quebec I was told that it may have made sense to 
talk of unity 10 years ago, But the time has long passed, 
When Bilingualism and Biculturalism might have been 
successful, English Canada wasn’t at all interested, 
It isn’t now either. 

About 400 people, very few of them connected with the 
FLQ, have spenta couple of weeks in ай. They were union 
leaders, students, professionals, journalists, entertain- 
ers, people on the left. Some were even conservative 
nationalists, They will help form future opinion in Quebec 
as the immediacy of Laporte’s death wears off. And 
they will carry conscious resentment of federal power. 

People who say all Canada united behind Ottawa, didn’t 
read the communique from the leaders of the three 
largest Quebec trade union associations, condemning 
both Ottawa and the Quebec government for their parts 
in the repression. They didn’t notice that most of the 
expressed opinion inQuebec opposed federal intervention. 
And they haven’t been to any of the angry meetings 
of students that have started to take place in Quebec 
after more than a week of paralysis, 

Quebec can be kept in confederation. People who think 
that this is an overwhelming necessity should line up 
at the nearest army recruiting centre, Because this is 
probably now the only way to ensure national unity. 
And Trudeau and the press are preparing people to accept 
this.

Although there has been a lot of recent literature on 
the subject of wild-food gathering, most of it seems 
geared to the country. It would seem, I guess, that 
the small amount of greenery in cities would have next 
to nothing to offer the individual, with so many to draw 
off it — but that isn’t the case. Reason being that most 
city-dwellers are so out of touch with nature that they 
could walk through a teeming jungle loaded to the 
ground with papayas, mangoes, chinese gooseberries 
and smoked oysters and starve to death for the lack 
of a grocery store, 

Although I haven’t personally seen any of those foods 
growing wild in Vancouver, I HAVE seen and, with 
Larry, collected goodly amounts of: 


—walnuts 
mushrooms (including some popular ‘magic’ var- 
ieties 
—wild grapes 
-roasting chestnuts 
—parsley 
—rosehips and peppermint for winter tea supply 
—crabapples (good for preserves) 
—acorns (made by Larry into meal for baking) 
—various tree fruits (not all exactly wild) 
—wild vegetables like chickweed, plaintain, sorrel, 
wild mustard, etc. 
—blackberries and brambleberries 
-ghuckleberries and salal (Stanley Park, UBC, etc) 
Early next year, we plan to do some extensive tapping 
of maple trees for syrup-making, Euell Gibbons, in his 
book “Stalking the Wild Asparagus”, claims he has 
tried almost every North American variety of maple 
with great success in this regard. Sugar maples are 
not necessary. 
Since this is the first year we have harvested in the 


gs we have overlooked, Other 
seen growing in Vancouver this year include: 


is we hay 


—rhubarb (often neglected in former gardens or sides 
of lanes) 


—oregon grapes (tart but great for jelly, we hear) 
—dandelions, japanese knotweed, milkweed, burdock 
—almonds 


There is a lot of good, free food left to rot each year 
in city lots, parks, lawns and alleys — and it’s not laced 
with chemical fertilizers and poisons, either. 


MAKE STREETS INTO GARDENS 


A final note: whenever possible, try to make up for 

the food you have taken. Take a lesson from the Indians 
who used to offer songs of thanks and prayer to the 
plants and animals they used, taking nothing they did 
not need, 
Leave something for propagation or other foragers, 
and if you find seed stalks growing on the plants, 
gather some of the seeds and spread them to new places, 
When we gathered blackberries this summer, we made 
a lot of them into juice and later Larry planted the 
leftover seeds throughout Stanley Park. We’ve also 
gotten into the habit of saving up and planting seeds 
from store produce, If a lot of people got into planting 
seeds during walks around town, we could turn empty 
lots and alleys into flourishing garden:

Some of the plants listed above are out of season right 
now, but the autumn is a great time for foraging as 
you’ll discover if you set aside a day for it. 


SORREL has a pleasantly sour taste to it; adds variety 
to a salad. Grows in a circle like dandelion. Good 
now, Try empty lots .

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ROASTING CHESTNUTS are not to be confused with 
the more common, but lousy-tasting horse chestnuts. 
Look for very prickly shell-casings. If you find some 
on the ground, break them open and check for the 
typical double or triple seed inside. Generally, you’ll 
find two small or thin seeds flanking one fatter seed, 
Leave the little ones and take the fat ones. (Little ones 
aren’t fertilized, aren’t worth the effort of digging 
out of the shells.) 

Dry them out a bit, prick the skins with a knife or 
fork, and pop them in the oven or broiler, After lis- 
tening to your kitchen coming on like a muffled artillery 
range, open the door and take them out, being sure to 
duck. Now, the best part: dig out the sweet morsels, 
dip them in butter and eat hot, (Or, you could make 
glazed chestnuts with the acorn recipe below). Note: 
if you have no luck finding these nuts, you could check 
out Woodward’s which is now selling them for 99¢

ROSE HIPS are far superior to citrus fruits asa 
source of Vitamin C, and make a tasty tea by themselves 
or mixed with mint, Add honey and lemon, Stock up 
for winter. Easy to find, and ready for harvesting now. 

You may find it easier to peel off the thin outside 
fruit layer before the fruit dries in the case of the 
larger, rounder hips. When moist, this layer slips off 
quite easily and doesn’t pick up much ‘fur’ from the 
seed соге, Forget about peeling the smaller rose hips — 
they’re simply impossible. Anyway, peeling isn’t nec- 
essary in either case. It’s simpler and about as good 
to merely break up the hips and throw them in boiling 
water, Whole hips aren’t much good, 


| Rose 
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PEPPERMINT grows in large patches, We got big 
bundles just down the lane. After washing the plants 
we threaded them in rows with a needle and thread 
and hung them over the stove till they dried. After a 
few days, we took them down, slid the leaves off the 
stems starting with the top, and packed them into jars. 


CHICKWEED is good now, having a pleasant, mild 
taste. Good alone or in salad. If you find any remaining 
young DANDELION leaves, try boiling them salted 
for about five minutes (using a lot of water) to eliminate 


the characteristic bitter taste. oa 
Chick weed CH 
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WALNUTS come in fat green smooth husks, After 
breaking off the husks, dry the nuts in their shells 
for two or three months or until hard and sweet. Keep 
them over screens or on shelves or newspaper ina 
single uncrowded layer during this time. The drying 
process is essential! (A friend recommends drying the 
tuts іп an airy basket and hanging this in a warm, dry 
placei.e, over the stove.) 

Many interestingand edible MUSHROOMS are available 
right now, but I am not expert enough to make a guide, 
The beginner should consult books until he/she knows 
all the inedible varieties, Philosophy: Only a few mush- 
rooms are deadly, so if you learn how to recognize 
them first off, the worst fate that can befall you is 
a batch of terrible-tasting mushrooms or possibly, 
mild illness, 

Unfortunately for those newcomers seeking information 
on the more Entertaining varieties, nearly all library 
books on this subject have been ripped off. I know 
of one freak with a small collection! Those mushroom 
books still remaining either lack information on themore 
potent varieties or have certain pages ripped out. 
Haven’t these people heardof xerox machines? 

Psilocybin, incidentally, is entirely legal in Canada. 
(Keep in mind that what you may buy in caps as psil- 
ocybin may analyze out as speed, acid, mescaline or 
horseshit, however.) The mushrooms are quite safe, 
In contrast, Amanita can be deadly, so know your subject 
and use caution in this case.) 

Ignore police who claim mushrooms are illegal. I 
once fell for this line and handed 300 psilocybe mush- 
rooms. A further word of caution: at least one bountiful 
area at which multitudes of freeks were seen picking, 
has been fungicided, Try not to advertise, therefore, 


ACORNS are readily available at this time, Euell 
Gibbons is a good source of information on preparing 
acorns. Few people can eat them raw. Roasting is 
said to improve them, but the real necessity is boiling 
which removes the bitter tannin, After you finish boiling 
the acorns (instructions follow) you can dry them out 
in the oven and grind them into grits or meal for 
baking. 

There are two basic methods of leaching the acorn 
of tannin: boiling and cold-water leaching. If boiling 
shell the acorns and boil in lots of water, changing 
it as soon as it gets brown. Keep this up until the 
water remains clear. This should take a couple of hours, 
Roast-dry and eat plain if you don’t grind into meal, 
or follow this recipe for “Acorn Glace” (from Gibbons 
“Asparagus” book): 


2 cups sugar or honey or part both 
1 cup water 

1/8 tsp. cream of tartar 

pinch salt 


Combine in a saucepan, boil until first hint of brown- 
ing. Set in pot or pan of boiling water to keep mixture 
liquid. With tweezers or tongs, dip acorn kernels into 
the glaze and let harden on wax paper. (Same recipe 
can be used with chestnuts.) 

For cold-water leached meal, grind dry, raw kernels 
and place the meal over a pad of folded cheesecloth 
in a big tin can with holes punched in the bottom, Place 
under cold water tap, letting the water run ша fairly 
thin stream through the meal all night, Next day, dry 
out the meal and regrind if it forms into hard lumps, 
Add to pancakes, muffins or bread. 


We found some delicious WILD GRAPES growing next 
to the mint patch down the lane, The grapes may have 
been cultivated at one time but were obviously since 
neglected and left to grow over fences into the alley. 
One vince bore tiny seedless purple grapes; the other

bore large bunches of green seeded grapes of good size, 
We both thought the grapes tasted a lot better than cul- 
tivated grapes, Gibbons has in “Asparagus” provided 
some recipes for what he claims as delicious wild 
grape jelly and wine. We’ll try them out if we get some 
more prapes. Time for harvesting is now. 
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MAPLING season isn’t for months yet, but there sure 
isn’t any problem finding trees in this city. More 
information on this when the time comes, 

If you see any PARSLEY plants in seed, by all means 
spread them around, Parsley tastes good and offers 
lots of valuable chlorophyll and Vitamin С. It’s also 
said to have more iron than anybody else in the plant 
world, Have seen clusters growing along sidewalks, 
in empty lots, and in former gardens.

Air full of sulphur dioxide, hydrogen sulphide, carbon 
monoxide, lead, nitrous oxide, rubber and asbestos 
dusts, ozone, ammonia, etcetera — water full of lignin, 
herbicides, methyl mercaptans, hydrocholoric and sul- 
phuric acids, mercury, phosphates, oil, DDT, other 
pesticides, etcetera — earth barren, devoid of many new 
species, shot full of pesticides, herbicides, and radiation, 
burned out with chemical fertilizers — food full of 
dyes, bleaches, emulsifiers, hormones, antioxidants, 
preservatives, buffers, noxious sprays, acidifiers, de- 
odorants, fungicides, drying agents, hydrolizers, hydro- 
genators, maturers, disinfectants etcetera — I haven’t 
BEGUN to list how we’re destroying ourselves — don’t 
tell me ECOLOGY ITSELF is a shuck!!! 

The tea-party set can’t control the movement for much 
longer, simply because many are being scared into seeking

Here is an excerpt from a recent earth-read-out bul- 
letin on the problem of co-option of the ecology movement 
by government and industry. 


“И the ecology movement does not attack the real 
enemy, if it does not go to the root of the problem, 
і.е. become radical, then the possibility of co-optation 
is not only possible, but will undoubtedly happen. There 
is one thing that the power structure cannot co-opt, 
and that is our attack on capitalism, We would hope that 
they would co-opt our attack on capitalism. That would 
seal their own death. Pollution comes from the fact 
that industry and our natural resources are not in the 
hands of the people, therefore they can be raped by the 
minority. 

The thing to understand is that the regime is uptight, 
and they know it! They are looking for things to pacify 
the people.-Look upon these: The token pull-out of troops 
in Vietnam, the 18 year old vote, the liberalizing of 
the pot laws, the power structure’s interest in ecology, 
Now, on the other hand, the power structure is moving 
in a classic fascist manner: no-knock law, preventive 
detention, repressive measures against movement groups 
and assassination of powerful leaders, etc. 

It’s only logical that if the majority controlled the 
industry, the government and the natural resources we 
would move in a way to insure our good health, our 
long life and the prosperity of our people and the people 
of the world. However, with control resting in the hands 
of the minority they are only interested in controlling 
the majority and keeping themselves in power. The whole 
state apparatus points this out, from the “legal system” 
to the administration of industry and our natural re- 
sources. This is what self-determination means, this is 
what control of our collective destiny means. You Dig?

Either we learn it fast, or go under. No tiny splinter 
group of radicals can defeat a technologically-armed 
power structure backed by brainwashed masses.

(You will recall my em- 
Phasizing that environmental preservation, pollution, 
etc., cannot be divorced from production for profits, 
war, poverty, social change, life style.) To encourage 
you to circulate the article excerpts are reprinted 
below: 


THE NEW & DIFFERENT REVOLUTION 


“There is a revolution under way. It is not like 
revolutions of the past, It has originated with the 
individual and with culture, and if it succeeds it will 
change the political structure only as its final act. 
It will not require violence to succeed, and it cannot 
be successfully resisted by violence . . . This is the 
revolution of the new generation . . . The logic of the 
new generation’s rebellion must be understood in light 
of the rise of the corporate state and the way in which

The Straight 
review staff stayed at home, and we didn’t miss much, 
Because, you know, music is music and it’s been a 
long time ‘since I’ve seen a concert where the bands 
attained any level of spontaneity that made the audio 
portion of the show equal to the visual. And if the trip 
is purely visual then Rock as Religion must have been 
replaced by something as perverted as voyeurism 
sometime while I wasn’t watching. And listening. And 
the experience gets away from subjectifying the music 
to objectifying the musician. 

So this column will not touch upon the music at all, 
but something much more important. We all know that 
promoters are, by their own definition, a necessary 
part of the Rock scene, According to them, they are the 
only people close enough to our Rock gods, and the 
only people clever enough to arrange the mystic forces 
that come together in the form of a concert. This is 
bullshit, 

There are, however, important reasons why not just 
аруопе can promote our present style of concerts. 

First of all, and this applies even in Vancouver (with 
it’s garrison mentality), the promoter cannot have any 
aesthetic sensibilities at all. Roughly translated, this 
means you don’t-care about the music, just on its selling 
powers. This boils.down to bucks, 

Secondly, if you get past the first requirement, you 
have to turn yourself into Joe Business, Completely. 
This means you do anything and everything, no: 
what the vibes, to cut the other guy and make it yourself. 
This boils down to bucks. 

Thirdly, you have to be willing to engage in a part- 
icularly nauseous form of advertising affectionately 
labelled HYPE by tricky Ricky D. and spiffy Mikey J., 
who are, as if yo couldn’t guess, the Mr. Hydes of the 
Straight review section, HYPE is interesting because it 
is based on the same principles as regular advertising, 
but takes these principles to their exaggerated ends. 
The term hype is a shortening of that delicious ren- 


MOVIEVIEWS by BARRY CRAMER 


R.P.M, (Revolutions Per Minute) is produced and 
directed by Stanley Kramer, probably Hollywood’s most 
critically maligned movie maker. One of his most 
recent movies, panned and ridiculed all over America, 
was ‘‘Guess Who’s Coming To Dinner?” starring Sidney 
Poitier, Katherine Hepburn and Spencer Tracy (in 
his last and one of his best screen performances). 
Yet Kramer persists in presenting contemporary social 
problems with the dogged attitude that no one is all 
right or all wrong and somehow things mustand will 
work themselves out, К.Р.М. is about student unrest 
and the confrontation between the administration and 
the students. Kramer sits on the fence, poking his 
actors in and out of situations, never commiting him- 
self and thus never allowing us (the audience) to feel 
anything special. Kramer is more an educator than a 
filmmaker, He is only one step above TV documentaries 
because somehow, he allows actors like the late Spencer 
Tracy and Anthony Quinn, the star of R.P.M., to rise 
above the mediocrity of his productions and deliver 
unusually sensitive performances with practically no 
help from him. Still R.P.M. is more of an AM 45 than 
an FM 33 1/3 in memorable content. 
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aissance term ‘hyperbole’ and if you don’t want to look 
it up in your dictionary it works something like this: (1) 
Saturate the media with ads proclaiming the unworldly 
talent of your artists, etc., intimidating that you asa 
person will not be completed unless you have experienced 
their sound, presence, closeness of body, etc. (2) Do 
nice little things like giving records to reviewers and 
radio jocks so the unsuspecting masses will, whether 
they like it or not, become familiar with your artist, 
This is the suckhole stage, but it has its reversal when 
the same jocks and writers, seduced with their own 
babblings, come grovelling for promotional passes. The 
Point of this exercise is to make the jocks and writers 
feel important, or that they owe you something, so they 
do things for the promoter who appreciates this because 
it is again more advertising, but this time опа more 
subtle, and therefore more dangerous level. This boils 
down to bucks, 

Fourth, after getting the usual shit like location, sound 
system, guards, etc., is the big night. This is where you 
get to screw everyone who had put the dollars in your 
pocket . , . and this is the only place where the human 
element is possible. That’s not a paradox, but where the 
promoter is able to be judged by the people who help, 
in one way or another, to ensure the success of his 
show. If the promoter is smart, he gives out lots 
of complementary passes and ensures, if not good 
reviews, a healthy rapport between media and prom- 
oter. The promoter, if he keeps his profits reason-

may be seized with the money possibilities of the 
moment and deny the media their free goodies. This is 
dangerous because the media ceases to trust the promo 
man, and once this loss of credibili

promoter’s shows are likely to be prejudged from а 
bias that has nothing to do with the artists performing. 
This kind of promoter is taking a chance, but he can 
always sell the seats that he might have given away. 
This boils down to more bucks, 

OK, so allow me to set up a hypothetical situation. 
Suppose we have two types of promoters: one like I have 
outlined above and another one who hasn’t passed stage 
1; that is, he still thinks of music in aesthetic terms. 
Flack Man #1 has a show, which, let’s say for the fun 
of it, he has even got by immoral means. Say he stole 
it from another promoter who was in the hospital,’ or 
somethng like that, Just so you get a good idea of what 
kind pf a bastard #1 really is. Some time after #1 has 
gots his acts together, #2 decides to put on a show too. 
Promo man #1 freaks when he hears of this new dev- 
elopment, because (a) he doesn’t want competition, and 
(b) he knows this show will cut into his profits. In both 
cases, Flack #1 thinks he will lose precious money. 

So, as our tense drama unfolds, Flack #1 decided to 
make things difficult for Promo #2, in the hope that 
#2 will quit, or at least be stopped. Let’s see, if I were 
promo #1 and I wanted to stop Promo #2, what could I 
do, Lots, 

First of all, I could attack him locally, This means 
spreading’nastiesto all the media people about Promo 
#2в obvious lack of ethics, moral responsibility, etc. 
Then I could try and get the sound system booked for 
the night Promo #2 wanted it; then I could coerce the 
People who run the rentable buildings into making 
things difficult for Promo #2 to rent it, This could 
easily be done by bribes, threats of discontinued bus- 
iness, etc. The people who own the rentable buildings 
could then make things tough for Promo #2 by saying 
things like “Your acts are too aggressive” or ‘Your 
deposit will be $2100 instead of the usual $375”, 

If Promo #2 weathers this storm, Promo #1 still 
has tricks up his sleeve. The big heavy is pretty 
obvious. Everyone knows most rock stars smoke dope, 
just like the rest of us.

I got DON ELLIS AT FILLMORE (Columbia G30243) 
at the sametime as several rock albums, and it made 
them all look pretty sick. That’s not to say that the Ellis 
band plays rock, however, though I suspect they could 
easily whip the ass off current jazz-rock heavies like 
Chicago and BS&T if they tried, 

What really knocked me out about the album was that 
it was so damn musical as well as energetic — really 
“down to earth cooking music,” Listen tothe drummers, 
for example (at times there are fourof them, including 
Ellis) and try and name a drummer in today’s morass 
of rock mediocrity who can actually PLAY his ins- 
trument like that. (OK, ГП admit that Anysley Dunbar, 
Keith Moon, Ginger Baker, Dan Seraphine, and Bobby 
Colomby are major contenders, even though the last 
three are maybe more jazz-oriented.) 

The twelve cuts on this double album exhibit a lot 
of Ellis band trademarks — weirdo time signatures 
(5/4, 7/4, 7/8. 12/8, 13/4, 11/2/4), endless fake endings, 
and Ellis’ use of echo devices, amplifiers, and mod- 
ulators with his trumpet. 

Hey Jude, for example, starts out with a 2 1/2 minute 
solo by Ellis (achieved with the help of a ring mod- 
ulator) which will probably drive any jazz purist up the 
wall, But it’s still an interesting example of the sonic 
possibilities of electronically amplified instruments. 
(The arrangement of the rest of Hey Jude is pretty 
much of a knockout, featuring a duet between tuba and 
flute as well as a section sounding like a broken-down 
merry-go-round calliope.) 

! Since this is a live album, presumably without editing, 
there are naturally some mistakes (like a missed cue 
in Pussy Wiggle Stomp) as well as a few lapses in taste. 
John Klemmer’s solo cadenza in Excursion II is dull, 
for example, even though his work in the rest of the 
piece is О.К, And the opening solo by Ellis on The Blues 
(the slowest, and, to me, dullest cut on the album) 
sounds mostly like him farting through his trumpet. 
In fact, it ends with him saying “III” through his 
horn (which gets a big chuckle from the audience), 
actually an apt comment. 

Still, M spite of its faults, Don Ellis at Fillmore is 
a no-holds-barred display of electrified jazz. Com- 
paratively speaking, it can teach you a hell ofa lot 
more about music than either Cosmo’s Factory, Led 
Zeppelin III, or Share the Land. 

. 
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is almost enjoyable, because Ше four members of the 


group are extremely good musicians. (I particularly 
enjoy the growling voice of Lolly Vegas and Pete 
„ПеРое"в drumming.) As well, their sound is incredibly 
tight and the production of the album is excellent. 

On the other hand, though, are trendy quasi-political 
lyrics, the only ones really saying much being in the 
song Alcatraz. (‘‘Alcatraz, Alcatraz, few have seen 
your beauty like the Indian has.”) There’s also a 
rather naive use of dissonance to create a “bummer” 
effect in Who Can Say and Judgement Day/ Without 
Reservation. And Redbone’s ‘‘swamp-rock”’ beat, highly 
reminiscent of Creedence Clearwater, eventually be- 
comes wearying like that of the latter group, 

Also interesting is the way that this album is being 
promoted. The recent Rolling Stone ad which began 
“A new album by the people who discovered America” 
neglected the follow-up phrase ‘‘and sold for profit 
by the people who took it away from them.” I would 
have liked to have talked to the group last weekend 
about what looks like a case of exploiting their race 
for financial gain. Unfortunately, a variety of circum- 
stances (that major one being that a spokesman said 
that the group was ‘Чоо tired’ to give an interview) 
made this impossible,

YOURS FOREVER MORE by Forever More (RCA 
LSP-4272) is an extremely eclectic album, In fact, 
it’s almost like a rock quiz of both musical and pro- 
duction effects. Some of the more obvious groups 
imitated include Led Zeppelin, The Who, The Stones, 
The Beatles, Jethro Tull and even The Monkees. 

Surprisingly enough, the effect of this eclecticism 
isn’t detrimental, discounting some treacly string back- 
ings straight out of The Bee Gees. The four members 
of the group are adequate musicians (or imitators), 
It's rather interesting, however, that some of the best 
Playing on the album is by a tenor sax player identified 
only as Mal, who isn’t even in the group!

THE FOUR ELEMENTS (Deutsche Grammophon 2530 
052) sounds ecological, but isn’t, (Even though I can 
already see the ads) Instead, it’s four impressionistic 
works entitled Earth, Air, Fire, and Water, commis- 
sioned in 1969 by The London Gabrieli Brass Ensemble. 

Of these four pieces, Water by Ian Lake is the least 
interesting rhythmically or harmonically, sounding oc- 
casionally like a showpiece for a high school band. 
John White’s Air, written in a dry modern classical 
style, starts out well, but eventually loses interest 
despite the use of a “four second plate echo,”” 

On the other hand, Richard Hill’s Earth, containing 
some jazz-like sections, succeeds despite a pop-music 
sound, while Fire by Gordon Rose works effectively in 
an idiom close to J. J. Johnson’s jazz Suite for Brass.

QUEBEC FILM-MAKERS — PART I 
GILLES GROULX: An Interview 


K, Tougas: Quebec films have been playing an imp-* 


ortant role within the culture, 

Gilles Groulx: Film accompanies what already exists, 
otherwise it’s science-fiction. Film-makers aren’t the 
leaders, 

If some film foretells something it is because the 
film-maker is a sensitive artist who doesn’t need to be 
hit with a sledge-hammer to make him understand, A 
small thing will lead him to the truth. If the film- 
maker feels that what happens is honest, is fair, he 
becomes a participant, he’s there with all the other 
workers, Of course when you get to the National Film 
Board there are fewer money problems, but you feel 
ill at ease because you feel yourself separated from the 
people. It is very easy to get lost in a too comfortable 
situation; the world tends to become unreal. 

К. Tougas: With the present situation in Quebec films 
may become even more involved. 

С. Groulx: A call to arms is not being made, but this 
is no longer unthinkable, no longer out of this world, It’s 
there. There may be different kinds of action... this 
is a search, My last film ENTRE TU ET VOUS began 
with simply observing the staging of the Congress of 
the Union Nationale. It was over-made as if by show- 
business people, to stir things up, 
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CULTURE AND REVOLUTION 


K, TOUGAS: Your films are a work of exploration 
for yourself as well as the spectator. 

С. Groulx: I have the feeling I benefit much more than 
anybody, although I’d like it to be even on both sides. 
We are dealing with a culture that is repressed, some- 
thing that doesn’t necessarily stand out for the passerby. 
He may well consider Montreal to be an American city, 
even for us it is something we have to look for, we have 
to feel concerned first, It doesn’t always form a well- 
organized image, and this is part of the failure that 
some of our films carry ... But this culture is emerging 
and our films will become stronger because we also gain 
in experience. We are becoming even more concerned, 

К. Tougas: Perhaps this revolution hasa stronger base 
in Culture than it does in Economics. 

G. Groulx: Some people really think that a big building 
is progress, But for most Quebecois such a building is 
not a place he’d go to live, it’s not part of himself, but 
comes from elsewhere. Outside investment is not pro- 
gress: it means more domination, more frustration. 

Culture is its strong basis. This economic state has 
been reached — I would call it environmental con- 
ditions — but the first explosion was in the roots, in the 
culture. This made the people think in terms of to- 
getherness; everyone had the same kind of cultural 
frustration, multiple individual frustrations of all kinds, 
It didn’t stop there but developed to more conflicts and 
has reached this present stage. People will still go 
further. It’s very important that this revolution goes 
further to overcome a general traumatice fright. 

We have to win something. It is part of the process 
of evolution and we should come out as victors. We 
don’t have a colour but we have a language. 

There are signs in Quebec; the revolution is going 
to happen. But it will have to preserve more than it 
destroys, which is very difficult to accomplish. I don’t 
see how a revolution cannot occur as a quickened ev- 
olution, but it doesn’t happen that way. 

It’s Latin America up North. Pm not exaggerating: 


“You cannot contain Quebec, 
just force it down.”

first onl ti БР the ам They were not 
throwing anything, just walking. Т had plenty of time to 
watch it all happen, and it ended with a wild police 
chase with helicopters and gas. 

This Congress is something that concerned all Quebe- 
cois. If the people want to make this kind of pressure 
and have an anti-Congress manifestation, it is their 
right. I went because I sensed it would be a catalyst. 

K. Tougas: The present role of Quebec cinema will 
then remain the same except for an ever increasing 
quantity of films and film-makers? 

С. Groulx: Many film-makers feel that these people 
never had a voice. It's time we heard something from 
the people. Pierre Perault, Michel Brault and many 
others do this, although with different means, and the 
same voice emerges, Since the media do nothing, this 
work appears extremely provocative. It is almost non- 
existent elsewhere; radio and television could easily 
handle this, perhaps much better because of their 
immediacy, but they close their eyes, You cannot 
contain Quebec, just force И down... 

K. Tougas: The Quebec films are acting as anti- 
propaganda, 

С. Groulx: There is a need to counterbalance what 
is not presented by the media but which everyone 
knows exists in reality. Take a television schedule, 
it’s unreal! It says: ‘‘Let’s forget about our real 


ago the quality of information was much better. 

К. Tougas: The television schedule was an image 
that you utilized in ENTRE TU ET VOUS, 

С. Groulx: Yes this was the schedule of the day 
of the Fete Nationale. Can you imagine it: the same 
crap as usual, business as usual? That’s not a way 
to do things in Quebec, It’s a blindfold. 

K. Tougas: Yourself, Carle and Lefebvre tend though 
to be directing your films towards an already sym- 
pathetic audience, 2 

C. Groulx: We have the intuition of a certain group 
of people. Tomorrow students will be full-grown теп, 
We try to reach the minds which haven’t settled into 
what a film should be. Younger people are more rec- 
eptive; also, people of my generation are more rec- 
eptive than the older one, in the city at least, We are 
coming up with a new breed of film. Our films are 
not entirely political, they very much involved the 
individual's mind of speculation, so that he can work 
with the elements, not just sit like a cow watching a 
train go by. 

When working I think primarily of those who have 
few prejudices towards form in cinema. Those com- 
pletely involved in a given form (for example the most 
widespread is the American film which reflects and 
acts in a specific way) are absolutely lost with respect 
to my films. Thus I’m thinking of people prepared to 
be more observant and ready to accept visual ex- 
perimentation. 


all the objectionable elements, the conditions that en- 
courage revolution, are united: repression, poverty, 
unreliable authority, unresponsible men, stupid теп... 
There is a very vicious Anglo-Saxon population in 
Quebec, and neighboring Ontario is no better. Ontario’s 
premier is not a nice man, he’s not an intelligent man. 
Maybe he’s a good administrator, but when he speaks of 
the freedom of people. . . he’s ready to crush anybody. 
And he’s got power: the richest province, the nerve- 
centre of finance. He can destroy a lot of things. 


“ENTRE TU ET VOUS” 


1 K, Tougas: There is a relationship between ће man/ 
woman sequence in ENTRE TU ET VOUS (made in 
1969) and the footage of the Congress; really two levels 
of the same reality. 

С. Groulx: Yes, they’re doing the same thing; the 
man crushes the woman that lives with him, 

The film is constructed in seven steps, each with an 
inter-title. It begins with tranquil existence in the 
everyday present condition then progresses to a mutual 
attracting of attention, seduction, dialogue, domination, 
and terminates in violence and repression. These are 
parallel: private and collective situations. 


K. Tougas: You chose a symbolic level for your 
individuals rather than a psychological/real level. 


С. Groulx: Mainly then I would have to utilize anec- 
dotes, story pretexts, A plot would allow too many 
spectators to say: ‘‘This is not me, it’s a story. Му 
wife isn’t like that, I’m not like that.” But this symbolic 
situation tends to generalize much more and tends to 
implicate everyone, It’s less possible to escape... 

Here is the essence of some qualities ofman, the 
essence of some qualities of women; it still is a general 
quality which is real, 


К. Tougas: The symbolic level always refers back to 
the reality of Quebec. 


С. Groulx: So it’s not science-fiction. I intended that 
the one level assist in explaining the other. At one time 
I had the urge to have the film shown as seven separate 
small films. Possibly confusion emerges from it con- 
tinuing without stopping; the progression not obvious, 
Perhaps the Congress newsreel footage confused people 
who didn’t see its evolution within the film. Police in 
order at first, then breaking out and running after them 
and throwing gas.
